GERMANY IS AT WAR—in the air—on 
two fronts. So far in the Mediterranean the 


Nazi air squadrons based in Sicily have car- 
ried out one partially successful attack on 
British warships, notably on the aircraft-car- 
rier Hlustrious and the cruiser Southampton.

and aircraft-carriers are. concern- 
ed,” he wrote. 


the British naval units at present 
in the Mediterranean consist of 
eight: battléships of 32;000 tons 
each, several aircraft-carriers, a 
number of 10,000 ton and smaller 
cruisers, and many destroyers and 
submarines. 


Against this “huge force," the 
task of the Itallarr fleet had been 
reduced to hampering British 
communication tines tn-the Mc- 
diterranean and protecting the 
Htallan tines. 


Reiterating that the Straits of 
Sicily were still open to the Bri- 
tish, the correspondent ® stressed 
that “to close them woald neces- 
sitate a clear superiority in mill- 
tary-means and.in-battleships, the 
latter proving a decisive factor jn 
any naval engagement.” 


“As far as we are concerned, 
the British have always enjoyed 
this superiority,” he aided.

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THE BUDGET 


The Hon. Mr. H. R. But- 
ters yesterday introduced 
Hong Kong to the Budget 
proposals for 1941-42 with 
a notable brevity. It will 
take much longer for the 
community to attune its 
ideas to the scale of ex- 
penditure contemplated, 
and if we know our com- 
munity, still longer to de- 
velop that frame of mind 
which, in England, en- 
abled the taxpayer to 
greet a colossal burden of 
war taxation with the} 
complaint that the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer 
had not gone far enough! 


Nevertheless, judged on 
the basis of a brief survey! 
of the proposals—time 
prohibiting a more detail- 
red study for the moment 
—it is a good budget. It 
is good from the viewpoint 
that, despite the exceed- 
ingly heavy commitments: 
under the heading of spe- 
cial war expenditure, the 
impwse to cheesepare 
elsewhere to the detriment, 
of the Colony’s welfare 
and well-being and pro- 
gress, has been resisted. It; 
is good because the addi- 
tional taxation contem-| 
plated falls largely upon. 
that section of the com- 
munity which can most 
easily afford to bear it, 
because it brings home 
vividly—some may think 
drastically—that there is; 
a war on in which Hong 
Kong has an intimate in- 
terest, and because, in or- 
der to seek ways and 
means to meet the large 
deficit, Government in- 
tends to re-open the ques- 
tion of War Taxation. 


The compromise taxes 
introduced just before the 
departure of Mr. Sydney 
Caine have produced 
much greater revenue 
than was expected. They 
have, on the whole, work- 
ed very smoothly; the pro- 
cess of collection has not 
been complicated by un- 
expected or insuperable 
obstacles. But in no 
sense can it be suegested 
that they are satisfactory.

His battalion had a stiff fight 
at Sidi Barrani though they met 
no opposition when they came to 
close quarters and charged the 
Italian positions with fixed bayo- 
nets. The company commander 
told me: “The Italians refused 
to face cold steel. They rushed 
out with their hands raised, call- 
ing for mercy.” 

I drove on to Sollum to-day 
along a narrow coastal plain bor- 


dered on each side by low ridges. 
It was wrapped in the profound 
hush of death. As we passed 
through clumps of camel bush, 
which was the only vegetation 
we came suddenly on a salt pan 
where one of the most heroic 
auctions of the offensive was 
fought. Mute witnesses to it were 
some British tanks bogged down 
in the muddy surface of the salt 
pan. They were all scarred by 
shells from the Italian battery of 
field guns on the ridg*. 


Crew Dead At Posts 


The Italian crew of one gun 
Jay dead behind its gun. A young 
second lieutenant Jay behind an- 
other gun, and his hand © still 
rested on the breech in a gesture 
which had b€en arrested by death.

‘WAR AIMS’ 

Italy’s aspirations “are 
by no’ means invented by 
Fascism,” a brief defini- 
tion of Italian war aims, 
the first ever given since 


Italy’s entry into war, as- 
serted. 


Stressing that Italians aims 
were purely economic, 2 semi- 
official comment outlined Itatian 
war aims as follows: 


“Free entry and exit to the Me- 
diterranean, without having to 
request Britain's consent; 


“Fulfilment of certain Italian 
aspirations known for over a cen- 
tury, by anyone familiar with 
Italian history. They were not 
invented by Fascism, and every 
Italian schoolboy knows them, 


‘when these basic ‘national as- 
pirations’ materialised, Italy's vital 
space would have to be enlarged, 
in order that ‘proletarian and fas- 
cist Italy’ should possess the pre- 
requisite conditions of a more de- 
veloped economic structure to as- 
sure her an economic = indepen- 
dence and an improvement of her 
standard of life.” 


“All these aims explain the [tali- 
an people's unflinching determina- 
tion to fight until final victory 1s 
achieved in full cooperation with 
her German ally," the same quar- 
ters declared, — Havas.

Maval weapons have changed 
since Trafalgar, but maval princi- 
ples remain much the same, His- 
tory supposedly teaches that who - 
ever rules the waves rutes the 
world. This aphorism was firm- 
ly reoted during the closing years 
of the nineteenth century im the 
writings of an Anrerican naval of- 
fieer named Alfred Thayer Ma- 
han. He was the author of se- 
veral weighty works on the in- 
fluence of sea power upon. his- 
tory, each of which packed the 
intellectual displacement of a 
dreadnought. 


Mahan was a scholarly appear- 
ing man whose softness of speech 
and manner made him seem more 
at home in the New York Public 
Library, where he gathered = mia- 
terial for his first book, than on 
the windy quarterdeck of the old 
cruiser Chicago which was — his 
last sea command, 


The first book, “The Influence 
of Sea Power Upon History, 1660- 
1783", made a profound impact on 
the minds of statesinen and world 
military figures of his day, Cain 
bridge and Oxford awarded Ma- 
han honourary degrees. The Ger- 
man Kaiser placed a copy of the 
book in every wardroom in his 
fleet. In time, even Americans 
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Will Sea Power Win?

came to see some merit in Ma- 
han’s works. 


The United States Navy Depart- 
ment appointed him to the facul— 
ty of its Naval War Cdliege ~— 
after a long controversy as 
whether there should .be any war 
college in which Mahan might 
teach. 


Mahan is credited with having 
done more than any other indivi- 
dual to bring about the naval 
building race between Britain and 
Germany which culminated in 
1914. Yet one of the first reac- 
tions to Mahan's first book was 
that it was old stuff. Some people 
said about everything Mahan 
touched on could be found in Jo- 
minis “History of the Wars of 
the French Revolution.” This is 
the way with all prophets, 


The author of “The Influence of 
Sea Power” didn’t deny the — in- 
fluence of Jomini on Mahan. Ad- 
miral Mahan said at the time his 
purpose had been to write “a 
critical military history of the na- 
wal past, not a chronicle of naval 
events.” 


Mahan's footnotes are replete 
with Jomnini. Here is a sigmiicant 
one fron “Influence of Sea Pow- 
er’: 


An interesting, proof of the 
weight attributed to the naval 
power of Great Britain by a great 
military authority will be found 
in the opening chapter of Jomini's 
“History of the Wars of the 
French Revolution.” He lay down, 
as a fundamental principle of 
European policy, thut an unlimit- 
ed expansiun of naval force should 
not be permitted to any nation 
which can be approached — by 
land—a description which can ap- 
ply only to Great Britain. 


This footnote could hardly have 
escaped the Kaiser's notice, The 
German salvos which rocked the 
Britsh Empire at Jutland punc~ 
tuated the pre-World War policy 
of Germany not to permit | Bri- 
tain's sovereignty at sea to go 
unchallenged. The explosion of 
1914 found Germany with a pow- 
erful fleet in being, and it had 
completed widening the Kiel Can- 
al shortly before Sarajevo. 


Briefly, Mahan's) main thesis 
was that as between sea power 
and land power, a relentless sea 
blockade has always proved more 


to 


accisive than an 
army. That is what he meant to 
show by analysing the nature of 
the struggle between England and 
france, which he said “nearly 
ruined Great Britain, but entire- 
ly rulptd Napoleon.” He showed 
how slew and unspectacular are 
the effects of a sea blockade, but 
row inexorable and, in the end, 
how decisive is the economic 
tirmngulation wrought by this un- 
seen force. As Mahan said, in 
what were to become his most 
widely quoted words: “Those 
far-distant, storm-beaten — ships, 
upon which the Grand Atmy 
never looked, stood between ft 
and the dominion of the world.” 


To-day no such formidable ar- 
ray of sea power as that offered 
by the combined fleets of France 
and Spain at Trafalgar, or by the 
German High Seas Fleet at Jut-

land a century after, confronts the 
British Navy. But the — threat 
which Nazi air power presents in 
waters within easy bombing range 
of German-held air bases may 
be just as grave. For in discard- 
ing the rule laid down by Jonni, 
and reiterated by Mahan, no one 
oan yet say whether Hither has 
guessed wrong, that is, whether 
aie power wll fail to break — the 
present deadlock between a nation 
supreme on the sea and a nation 
supreme on land. 


In the present striegle between 
British sea power and German aur 
power, the threat of a sudden 
knockout by Goering'’s air arinada 
hangs constantly over the British 
Usles. In these tense times, when 
night after night the raiders drone 
over darkened London, itis heart- 
ening to re-read Mahan. 


For those of us who run as we 
read, the first chapter in’ Mahan's 
first book will go far to explain 
the many unseen facets of British 
resistance that have thus far 
thwarted Hitler's coming. In fact, 
an enthusiastic British critic is 
reported to have said of Mahan’s 
first book that its essence Was in 
its first 80-odd pages. The rest 
was historical documentation. 


trivincible land: 


By Fccene standards, much of 
Mahan’s writing seems ponderous- 
ly pedantic. But there are mo- 
ments deeply moving in their emo- 
tional appeal. Of Nelson, Mahan 
wrote tenderly, almost reverently. 
He bteathes into his description 
oi the Battle of Cape St. Vincent 
the very spirit of the Nelson who 
leaped, sword in hand, through 
the sternports of the Spanish Ad- 
miral’s cabin to overpower the foe 
at the head of the British board- 
ing party. But for the most part, 
Mahan’s works lumber = soberly 
along: 


The principal conditions affect- 
ing the sea power of nations may 
be enumerated as follows: 1, Geo- 
graphical position. 2. Physical 
conformation, including, as con- 
nected therewith, natural produc-— 
tion and climate. 3. Extent of ter- 
titory. 4. Number of poputation. 
4. Character of the people. 6. 
Character of the government, in- 
cluding therein the national insti- 
tutions. 


These are the “elements of sea 
power’ upon which Mahan ela- 
borated with painstaking thought- 
fumess jin the opening pages 
of his first book. He show- 
ed how Britain's position in res- 
pect to these six conditions made 
ber strong at sCa, and how much 
more far-reaching was her sea 
power than the land power of 
Napoleon, 


Mahan attributed this same 
favourable balance of elements to 
Brituin’s position at the opening 
of the World War, Shortly before 
his passing in 1914, he said: “The 
British fleet holds the ‘decision in 
its hands, as in the days of Nua- 
poleon,” 


Mahan voiced this opinion in 
the face of the shocking news that 
the British cruiser Aboukir had 
been torpedved by a German sub-- 
marine in the North Sea, and that 
when her consorts, the Hogue and 
Cressy, stood by to rescue the 
Aboukir'’s crew, they were quick- 
ly sunk in turn by the U-bvat’s 
torpedoes, Mahan thought that by 
keeping a good tookout and 
strengthening its destroyer pa- 
trols, the Royal Navy would soon 
meet the submarine imcnace, 


And recently Capt. Frederick 
L. Oliver, an American naval of- 
ficer schooled in the Mahan tra- 
dition, voiced a similarly favour- 
able view of Britain’s ability to 
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quickly counteract adyanced subs 
marine and air tactics now being 
used by the Germans, This‘ outs 
standing naval authority asserts 
that by increased use of aeroplané 
scouting patrols along heavily 
travelled convoy tracks the Roy+ 
al Navy will soon thwait Ger+ 
many’s efforts to cut Britain's 
overseas lifelines. 


It is encouraging to keep thes# 
views in mind when we ask our- 
selves whether Mahan would suy 
the British fleet holds the deci+ 
sion in the present conflict in 
which the aeroplane has projected 
a dangerous new dimension into 
the strategy of war. i 


Those who now insist that “time 
is on the side of Britain” will 
find their judgment confirmed, in 
this warning and this prophecy ‘by 
Mahan on the importance of the 
time factor in war: 


If time be, as is everywhere ada 
mitted, a supreme factor in wan 
it behooves countries whose gen-~ 
jus is essentlally not military, 
whose people, like all free people, 
object to pay for large military 
establishments, to see to it that 
they are at least strong enough to 
gain the time necessary to turn 
the spirit and capacity of — their 
subjects into the new activities 
which war calls for. If the exist- 
ing force by land or sea is strong 
enough to hold out, even though 
at a disadvantage, the country tnay 
rely upon its patural resources 
and strength coming into play for 
whatever they are worth--its 
wealth, cupacities of every 
kind.

While Hitler appears to have 
matched the diplomatic and mili- 
tary successes of Napoleon, it ap- 
pears thus far that he has also 
matched Napoleon's failures, 
Thwarted by British sea power in 
his plans to invade England, the 
French Emperor about-faced and 
marched toward Austerlitz. Does 
Hitler's drive to the east mean 
that British sea power already has ' 
forced history to repeat itself? 

To-day Germany's air power is 
hammering relentlessly at Mahan 
six points. But the island for- 
tress holds fast. Bulwarked by an 
inspiring faith in Mahan’s fifth 
point, its belief in the sixth un— 
shaken, Britain waits resolutely 
for Hitler to attempt his promis- 
ed coming—confident as always 
in the supremacy of its sea pow- 
er,

In the course of his evidence, 
Col, Knox said that the essence 
of the President’s plan was that 
the United States should become 
virtually the sole purchasing and 
distributing agency for war 
materials produced in the United 
States, 


There would thus be constituted 
one great funnel through which 
all such material would fiow. 

“We shall then be in a position 
to apportion these munitions 
among ourselves and other demo- 
craciés whose defence is import- 
ant to us.”

The correspondent assorted 
that in September 1938, at the- 
time of the Munich crisis, the 
British fleet consisted of fifteen 
battleships, se¢vonty. crulsers, 
seven aircraft-carriers, 190 des- 
troyers and seventy submarines, 


British ‘“Losses’” 


“If the Josses suffered by that 
navy since the outbreak of hos- 
tilities are taken into consideration, 


it appears that the greater part of- 


the British fleet {s now concen- 
trated in the Mediterranean, part- 
icularly us far as the battleships 
and aircraft-carriers are concermn- 
ed,” he wrote. 


According to the correspondent, 
the British naval units at present 
in the Mediterranean consist of 
eight battleships of 32,000 tons 
each, several aircraft-carriers, a 
number of 10,000 ton and smailer 
cruisers, and many destroyers and 
submarines. 


Against this “huge force,” the 
task of. the Itallan ficet had been 
reduced to hampering British 
communication tines In the Me- 
diterranean and protecting the 
itallan Ibnes. 


Reiterating that the Straits of 
Sicily were still open. to the Bri- 
tish, the correspondent stressed 
that “to close them would: neces- 
sitate a clear superiority in. mill- 
tary means-and:in battleships, the 
latter proving a decisive factor iu 
any naval engagement.”

THE BUDGET 


‘The Hon. Mr. H. R. But- 


ters yesterday introduced 
Hong Kong to the Budget 
proposals for 1941-42 with 
a notable brevity. It will 
take much longer for the 
community to. attune its 
ideas to the scale of ex- 
penditure contemplated, 
and if we knew our com- 
munity, still longer to de- 
velop that frame of mind 
which, in England, ep- 
abled: the taxpayer to 
greet a colossal burden of 
war taxation with the, 
complaint that the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, 
had not gone far enough! | 


Nevertheless, judged on 
the basis of a brief survey 
of the proposals—time 
prohibiting a more detail- 
ed study for the moment, 


—it is a good budget. It 
_is good from the viewpoint | 
that, despite the exceed-' 
ingly heavy commitments 
-under the heading of spe- 
cial war expenditure, the, 
impulse to cheesepare’ 
elsewhere to the detriment 
of the Colony’s welfare 
and well-being and pro- 
gress, has been resisted. It, 
is good because the addi- 
tional taxation contem-! 
plated falls largely upon: 
that section of the com- 
munity which can most 
easily afford to bear. it,: 
because it brings home 
vividly—some may think 
drastically—that there is; 
a war on in which Hong 
Kong has an intimate in- 
terest, and because, in or- 
der to seek ways and 
-means to meet the large 
deficit, Government in- 
tends to re-open the ques- 
“tian of War Taxation. 


The compromise taxes 
introduced just before the 
departure of Mr. Sydney 
Caine have produced 
much ‘greater revenue 
than was expected.

TO-DAY I STOOD ON the summit of, a barren 
stony escarpment rising above Sollum and looked} 
into Libya over which the smoke of the battle be-| & 
tween the British troops and the desperately resist- 
ing Italians blackened the sky. -Far.below, the'shat- 
tered town of Sollum, spread out along the edge of 
the blue bay, was quiet in the cold winter sunlight, 
and groups of dejected prisoners stood about. I 
had spent 36 hours travelling here from Mersa Mg- 
truh, through country littered: with the flotsam of 
war. 

I slept last night in the lines of one of the Bri- 
tish infantry battalions which played a big part in 
the success of the offensive. The bieutenant-Co- 
lonel commanding the battalion is an Englishman 
who served in the last war as a staff officer with the 


fourth division of the A.LF. 


His battalion had a stiff fight 
at Sidi Barrani though they met 
no opposition when they came to 
close quarters and charged the 
Italian positions with fixed bayo- 
nets. The company commander 
told me: “The Italians refused 
to face cold steel. They rushed 
out with their hands raised, call- 
ing for mercy.” 

I drove on to Sollum to-day 
along @ narrow coastal plain bor- 
dered on each side by low ridges. 
It was wrapped in the profound 
hush of death. As we passed 
through clumps of camel bush, 
which was the only vegetation 
we came suddenly on a salt pan 
where one of the most heroic 
actions of the offensive was 
fought. Mute witnesses to it were 
some British tanks bogged down 
in the muddy surface of the salt 
pan. They were all scarred by 
shells from the Italian battery of 
field guns on the ridge. 


Crew Dead At Posts 


The Italian crew of one gun 
Jay dead behind its gun. A young 
second lieutenant lay behind an- 
other gun, and his hand - still 
rested on the breech in a gesture 
which had been arrested by death. 

The pulsing drone of an Italian 
‘plane engine sounded overhead 
and I dived into a hollow in the 
sand.

He rushed to the bridge 
and had only just reached it wheu 
a heavy bomb struck the flight 
deck, 

All the anti-aircraft guns were 
blazing away and although — the 
German ‘planes dived trom all 
directions, every gun crew kept 
up a steady stream of fire. 

They stood in their unprotected 
positions, blazing away, despite 
fying splinters and machine-gun 
Hire from the ‘planes. 

What few breathing spells there 
were were used by the crew to 
carry the wounded to places of 
comparative safety. 

One heavy bomb dropped in 
the water close to the ship, 
sending a column of water high 
over the bridge and blowing 
the correspondent through a 
batchway to the deck below. 
Between 2. pam, and 730 p.m., 

there were never more than a few 
minutes free from action 

Just before the 7-hour ordeal 
ended, the German ‘planes made a 
determined torpedo attack 

The Rear-Admiral stood on the 
bridge and gave the order to push 
ahead at top speed the moment 
the Germans dived. 

Their torpedoes swished 
harmlessty Into the water a 
few feet from her stern, 

The German attack cost them 
dear. for "plane after ‘plane wits.

I called to see Mr. W. H. 
Lacey, of Victoria Road, 
Edmonton, recently.

| their own homes, keep the 
| St. Dunstan’s stores in 
London’ supplied with 
their stock-in-trade. Mr. 
Lacey gave me a descrip- 
tion of a blind man’s reac- 
tions to air-raids. 

Anybody less sorry for himself 
it would be impossible to con- 
ceive. Mr. Lacey, who played for 
Tottenham Hotspur Reserves 
when he was young, has the 
footballer’s stocky build, and his 
mind is as firmly knit as his body. 
He radiates confidence and calm. 

“The only way the raids get 
me,” he said, “is not bCing able 
to spot incendiaries, and not be- 
ing able to get out and help after 
it is all over.” 


A big cinema almost at the 
bottom of his garden was hit not 
long ago, so he speaks from ¢x- 
perlence.

But assuredly Mr. Lacey is at 
no great disadvantage through his 
disability. As he was with the 
anti-aircraft guns in the last war 
he has a trained ear, which seems 
to be able to follow aeroplanes 
about the sky with an ease which 
most sighted “spo‘ters’ might 
envy. When the family seeks 
shelter Mr, Lacey is very defin- 
itely in charge. 

He has a theory that the bomb- 
ers are getting help from the 
flashes from the trolley-buses; and 
he demonstra‘ed, with an expert- 
ness Very impressive to my un- 
mechanical mind, how these 
flashes could be eliminated. While 
he was expounding this, I was 
struck by his extraordinarily sure 
sense of direction.

Mahan was a scholarly appear- 
ing man whose softness of speech 
ond manner made him seem more 
at home in the New York Public 
Library, where he gathered oma- 
terial for his first book, than on 
the windy quarterdeck of the ola 
cruiser Chicago which was his 
last sea command, 


The first: book, “The Influence 
of Sea Power Upun History, 1660- 
1783", made a profound impact on 
the minds of statesmen and world 
military figures of his day, Cam 
bridge and Oxford awarded Ma- 
han honourary degrees. The Ger- 
man Kaiser placed a copy of the 
book in every wardroum in his 
fleet. In time, even Americans 
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came to see some merit in Ma- 
han's works. 


The United States Navy Depart- 
ment appointed him to the facul— 
ty of its Naval War Cdllege —. 
after a long controversy as to 
whether thera should be any war 
college in Which Mahan might 
teach. “ 


Mahan 1s credited with having 
done more than any other indivi- 
dual to bring about the naval 
building race between Britain and 
Germany which culminated in 
1914. Yet one of the first reac- 
tions to Mahan’s first book was 
that it was old stuff Some people 
said about everything Mahan 
touched on could be found in Jo- 
mints “History of the Wars of 
the French Revolution.” ‘This is 
the way with all prophets, 


The author of “The Influence of 
Sea Power" didn't deny the in- 
fluence of Jomini on Mahan. Ad~ 
miral Mahan said at the time his 
purpose had betn to write “a 
evitical military history of the na- 
val past, not a chronicle of naval 
events” 


Mahan's footnotes are replete 
with Jomin:. Here is a significant 
one from “Influence of Sea Pow- 
er’: 

An interesting proof of the 
weeht attributed to the naval 
power of Great Britain by a great 
nulitary authority wall be found 
in the opening chapter of Jomini's 
“History of the Wars of the 
French Revolution.” He lay down, 
as a ftindamental principle of 
Huropean policy, that an unlimit- 
ed expansion of naval force should 
not be permitted to any nation 
which can be approached — by 
land—-a description which can ap- 
ply only to Great Britain 


This footnote could hardly have 
escaped the Kaiser’s notice, The 
German salvos whieh rocked the 
British Empire at Jutland pune 
tuated the pre-World War policy 
of Germany not to permit | Bri- 
tain’s sovereignty at sea lo go 
unchallenged. The explosion — of 
1914 found Germany with a pow- 
erful fleet in being, and it) had 
completed widening the Kiel Can- 
al shorly before Sarajevo. 


Briefly, Mahan's main thesis 
was that as between sea power 
and land power, a relentless sea 
blockade has always proved more 


decisive than an Invincible land . 


That- is what he meant to 
show by analysing the nature of 
the struggle between England and 
France, which he said “nearly 
ruined Great Britain, but entire— 
ly ruined Napoleoih.”

For those of us who ran as we 
read, the first chapter in) Mahan's 
first book will go far to explain 
the many unseen facets of British 
resistance that) have thus far 
thwarted Hitler’s coming, In fact, 
an enthusiastic British critic is 
reported to have sald of Mahan's 
first book that its essence was in 
its first 80-odd pages. The rest 
was historical documentation. 


By present standards, much of 
Mahan's writittg seems ponderous- 
ly pedantic. But there are mo- 
ments deeply moving in their emo. 
tonal appeal. Of Nelson, Mahan 
wrote tenderly, almost reverently. 
He breathes into his description 
of the Battle of Cape St. Vincent 
the very spirit of the Nelson who 
Jeaped, sword in hand, through 
the sternports of the Spanish Ad-— 
miral’s cabin to overpower the foe 
at the head of the British board- 
ing party. But for the most part, 
Mahan’s works lumber soberly 
along: : 


The principal conditions affect- 
ing the se¢a power of nations may 
be enumerated as follows: 1. Geo- 
graphical’ position. 2. Physical 
conformation, inchiding, as con- 
nected therewith, natural produc- 
tion and climate. 3. Extent of ter- 
titory. ‘4. Number of population. 
fi. Character of the people. 6. 
Character of the government, in- 
cluding thertin the national jnsti- 
tutions. 


These are the “elements of sea 
pewer™ upon which Mahan ela- 
borated with painstaking thought- 
fulness in the opening pages 
of his) first book, He show- 
ced how Britain's position in res- 
pect to these six conditions made 
ber strong at sea, and how much 
more far-reaching was her — sea 
power than the lamd power of 
Napoleon, 


Mahan attributed this | same 
favourable balance of elements to 
Britain’s position at the opening 
of the World War. Shortly before 
his pussing in 1914, he said: “The 
British fleet holds the decision in 
ils hands, as in the days of Na- 
poleon.” 


Mahan voiced this opinion in 
thé face of the shocking news that 
the British cruiser Aboukir had 
been torpedved by a German sub. 
marine in the North Sea, and that 
when her consorts, the Hogue and 
Cressy, stood by to rescue the 
Aboukir'’s crew, they were quick- 
Ty sunk in turn by the U-boat's 
torpedoes.

FRANK KNOX, Secretary for the 
Navy, declared in Washington yesterday that 
he would object to any clause being inserted 
in the “‘Lease And Lend Bill’ to prevent trans- 
fer of any part of the United States Navy. 

Col. Knox made this statement before the 
Foreign Affairs Committee of the House of 


Representatives. 


He gave as reason for his ob- 
jection that he could foresee 
conditions under which the navy 
could) be transferred on very 
advantageous terms. 

In the course of his evidence, 
Col. Knox said that the essence 
of the President’s plan was that 
the United States should become 
virtually the sole purchasing and 
distributing agency = for war 
materials produced in the United 
Stutes, 


There would thus be constituted 
one great funnel through which 
al! such material would flow. 

“We shall then be in a position 
to apportion these munitions 
among ourselves and other demo- 
cracies whose defence is import- 
ant to us.”

Italian navy.” 

“This numerical superiority,” 
he thought, “particularly in’ bat- 
tleships has made it impossible for 
the Italian navy to control even 
the Straits of Sicily, and has com- 
pelled it lo carry out a programme 
of harrassing the British naval 
forces as much as possible, an 
operation which is less dificult in 
the central Mediterranean than 
elsewhere in that sea.” 


The correspondent asserted 
thal in September 1938. at the 
time of the Munich crisis, tho 
British fleet consisted of fifteen 
battleships, s¢vonty 
aeven alrcraft-carrlera, 190 dee- 
troyers and seventy submarines. 


British ‘“‘Losses”’ 


“Ir the losses suffered by that 
navy since the outbreak of hos- 
tities are tuken into consideration, 
it appears that the greater part of 
the British fleet is now concen- 
trated in the Mediterranean, part- 
icularly ss far as the battleships 
and uircraft-carriers are concern- 
ed,” he wrote. 


According to the correspondent, 
the British naval units at present 
in the Mediterranean consist of 
eight battleships of 32,000 tons 
each, several aircraft-carriers, a 
number af 10,000 ton and smaller 
cruisers, and many destroyers und 
submarines. 


Against this “huge force,” the 
task of the Itallan fiect had been 
reduced to hampering British 
communication lines In the Mc- 
diterranean and protecting the 
Italian lines. 


Reiterating that the Straits of 
Sicily were still open to the Bri- 
tish, the-correspondent stressed 
that “to close them would neces- 
sitate a clear Superiority in mill- 
tary means and in battleships, the 
latter proving a decisive factor in 
any naval engagement.” 


“As far as we are concerned 
the British have always enjoyed 
this superiority,” he added. -

The responsibilities of 
Home Guard will increase  “'as 
More men of the Regular Army 
ara sent to other theatres of war,” 
Sir Edward Grigg, Under-Secre- 
tary for War, said at the opening 
of anew War Office training 
school for Home Guard com- 
manders. 

The Guards will be taught mo- 
dern methods of warfare, Sir 
Edward added, and will be made 
familiar with most of the wea- 
pons used by the Army in case 
at any time they have to be mix- 
ed with regular units. 

Sir Edward suggested that the 
motto of the Home Guard should 
be “Old and Bold." 

Speaking of equipment — Sir 
Edward said the War Office was 
doing its utmost to provide every 
Home Guard with battle dress 
during the next few weeks, 

He announced that as the de- 
mand on the output of great- 
coats for the Army was so great, 
a trench cape had been devised 
as an alternative for the Home 
Guard. 

The Guard now had a strength 
of 1,700,000, raid Sir Edward. A 
Jarge proportion were armed 
with the appropriate weapons, 
and this process would be cori- 
pleted in the near future with 
the assistance of the United 
States, which was doing its part 
in this respec: splendidly. 

Sir Edward said he had been 
Hupressed with the organisation of 
the Home Guard: in many threa- 
fened par's of the country they 
had joined with the Army in 
holding defensive positions.

Among the 21 na- 
tional and State champions ‘and 
Walker Cup) players, who com- 
pleted, were Johnny Goodman 
(1938 national amateur cham-

Evans, Don Schumaker, Jack Tin- 
nin, and the 1938 Canadian ama- 
teur champion, Ted Adams. 

The championship was won by 
Vincent Allison, who beat me, 2 
up and J, in the final. Allison 
won our match by means of his 
putting. During the 35 holes 
played in the final, Allison had 
19 one putt greens; I had seven 
three-putt greens. That was more 
than enough to turn a comfortable 
margin in my favour in’o a nam 
row defeat. 

The reason for the contrast in 
our putting results was the Ber- 
muda grass greens, which resem- 
ble couch greens in Australia. 
They are much slower and more 
bumpy than greens of bent grass, 
land players who have had exper— 
‘ience of them have a big advan- 
tage over those who are unfamil- 
iar with them. This explains 
why no northern player has won 
the championship. 

I used an aluminium putter on 
the greens, but I could not be- 
come accustomed to them, espe- 
elally their slowness. 
all the touch out of my putter 
blade. Bermuda grass is used to 
withstand intense summer heat, 
Bent grass has proved useless in 
such States as Texas and Arkan- 
SUS. 

The Fort Smith course. where 
the championship was played, is 
one of the mos* beautiful: of the 
southern courses. It ts one of the 
few in the United States which 
have couch fairways. This hardy 
grass grows in the hot, dry clim- 
ate of Arkansas, where — softer 
grasses burn up in summé¢r_ heat. 
After playing on many iypes of 
fairway grass in the United States, 
I still prefer the firm couch. 


A Really Long Driver 


Frank “St'edie, a youtiful hotel 
clerk of Hot Springs (Arkansas), 
hag become a national figure be- 
cause, in & recent long—driving 
contest at Memphis (Tennessee), 
he outdrove Sam Snead. -consi- 
dered to be the longest driver 
among the leading professionals. 

In three drives, Stiedle totalled 
919 yards, .each drive exceeding

writings of an American naval of- 
ficer named Alfred ‘Vhayer Ma- 
han. He was the author of | se- 
veral weighty works on the im 
fluence of sea power upon his- 
tory, each oof which packed the 
inteNlectual displacement of a 
dreadnought. 


Mahan was ao schohirly appear- 
ing man whose softness of speech 
and manner inade him seem more 
at home in the New York Public 
Library, where he gathered = ma- 
terial for his first book, than on 
the windy quarterdeck of the old 
cruiser Chicago which was his 
last sea command, 


The first book, The Lladuence 
of Sea Power Upon History, 1660- 
1783") made a profound impact on 
the minds of statesmen and world 
military figures of his day. Cam 
bridge and Oxford awurded Ma- 
han honourary degrees. The Ger- 
man Kaiser placed a copy vf the 
boolk in every wardroom in his 
fleet. In tine, even Americans 
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came to see some merit in Ma- 
han's_ works. 


The United States Navy Depart- 
ment appointed him to the facul- 
ty of its Naval War Cdllege ~— 
after a long controversy as to 
whether there should be any war 
colicge in which Mahan might 
teach. 


Mahan is credited with having 
done more than any other indivi- 
dual to bring about the naval 
building race between Britain and 
Germany which culminated in 
1914. Yet one of the first reac- 
tions to Mahan’s first book was 
that it was old stuff. Some people 
said about everything Mahan 
touched on could be found in Jo- 
mints “History of the Wars of 
the French Revolution.” This is 
the way with all prophets, 


The author of "The Influence of 
Sea Power" didn't deny the in- 
fluence of Jomini on Mahan, Ad- 
mural Mahan said at the time his 
purpose had been to write “a 
eritical military history of the na- 
val past, not a chronicle of naval 
events,” 


Mahan's footnotes are replete 
with Jouum. Here is a significant 
one from “Influence of Sea Pow- 
ore: 


An interesting proof of — the 
weipht attributed tw the naval 
power of Great Brilain by a great 
nulitary authority will be found 
in the opening chapter of Jomint's 
“History of the Wars of the 
French Revolution.” Me lay down, 
as oa fundamental principle of 
HMuropean policy, that an unlimit- 
ed expansion of naval force should 
not be permitted to any nation 
which can be approached — by 
land—a description whieh can ape 
ply only to Great Buttain, 


This fvotnote could hardly have 
escaped the Kauser’s notice. The 
German salvos which recked) the 
ritish Empire at Jutlind = pune- 
tuated the pre-World War policy 
of Germany mot to permit Brie 
tain’s sovercignly at lo Bo 
unchallenged. The explasion ot 
1914 found Germany with a pow- 
erful fleet in being, and at had 
completed widening the Krel Can- 
al shortly before Sarajevo.

Briefly, Mahan’s main thesis 
was that as between sea power 
und land power, a relentless sea 
blockade has always proved more 


decisive than an invincible land 
army. That is what he meant to 
show by analysing the nature of 
the struggle between England and 
France, which he sald ‘nearly 
ruined Great Britain, but entire- 
ly ruined Napoleon." He showed 
how slow and unspectacular are 
the ¢ffects of a sea blockade, but 
how inexorable and, in the end, 
how decisive is the economic 
strangulation wrought by this un- 
seen force. As Mahan said, in 
what were to become his most 
widely quoted words: “Those 
far-distant, storm-beaten — ships, 
upon which the Grand Army 
never looked, stood between — it 
and the dominion of the world.”

By present standards, much of 
Mahan’s writing scems ponderous- 
ly pedantic. But there are mo- 
ments deeply moving in their emo- 
tional appeal. Of Nelson, Mahan 
wrote tenderly, almost reverently. 
He breathes into his description 
of the Battle of Cape St. Vincent 
the very spirit of the Nelson who 
leaped, sword in hand, through 
the sternports of the Spanish Ad— 
miral’s cabin to overpower the foe 
at the head of the British board- 
ing party. But for the most part, 
Mahan’s works lumber = soberly 
along: 


The principal conditions affect- 
ing the sea power of nations may 
be enumerated as follows: 1. Geo- 
graphical position. 2. Physical 
conformation, including, as con- 
nected therewith, natural produc— 
tion and climate. 3. Extent of ter- 
titory. 4. Number of population. 
fh. Character of the people. 6. 
Character of the government, in- 
cluding therein the national insti- 
tutions. 


These are the “elements of sea 
power” upon which Mahan ela- 
vorated with pains@king thought- 
fulness in the opening pages 
of his first book. He shaw- 
ed how Britain's position in res- 
pect to these six conditions made 
ber strong at s¢a, and how much 
more far-reaching was her sea 
power than the land power of 
Napoleon, 


Mahan attrtbuled this | same 
favourable balance of elements to 
Britain's position at the opening 
of the World War, Shortly before 
his passing in 1914, he suld: “The 
Britlsh Meet holds the decision in 
its hands, as in the days of Na- 
poleon,” 


Mahan voiced this opinion in 
the face of the shocking news that 
the British cruiser AbouRir had 
been torpedoed by a German sub 
marine in the North Sea, and that 
when her consorts, the Hogue and 
Cressy, stood by to rescue the 
Aboukir’s crew, they were quick - 
ly sunk in turn by the U-boat's 
torpedoes, Mahan thought that by 
keeping a good lovkout and 
strengthening its destroyer pa- 
trols, the Royal Navy would soon 
meet the submarine menace, 


And recently Capt. Frederick 
L. Oliver, an American naval of- 
ficer schooled in the Mahan tra- 
dition, voiced a similarly favour- 
able view of Britain's ability to 


Pate poten ney 
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quickly counternet savarked sub- 
marine and alr tactics now being 
used by the Germans. This out- 
standing naval authority asserts 
that by increased use of acroplane 
scouting patrols along heavily 
travelled convoy tracks the Roy- 
al Navy will soon thwart Gér- 
many’s efforts to cut Britain's 
overseas lifelines.

It is encouraging to keep these 
views in mind when we ask our- 
selves whether Mahan would say 
the British~gect holds the deci- 
sion in the present conflict in 
which the aeroplane has projected 
a dangerous new dimension into 
the strategy of war. 


Those who now insist that “time 
is or the side of Britain” will 
find their judgment confirmed,in 
this warning and this prophecy by 


-Mahan on the importance of the 


time factor in war: 


If time be, as is everywhere ad 
mitted, a supreme factor in war, 
it behooves countries whose gen- 
ius is essentlally not military, 
whose people, like all free people, 
object to pay for large military 
establishments, to see to it that 
they are at least strong enough to 
gain the time necessary to turn 
the spirit and capacity of — their 
subjects into the new activities 
which war calls for. If the exist- 
ing foree by land or sea is strong 
enough to hold out, even though 
ata disadvantage, the country may 
rely upon its natural resources 
and strength coming into play for 
whatever they are worth its 
wealth, capacities of | every 
kind.
